Mansion, Wls,. today, with reference 
to the statement made by detectives 
who made the arrest that Mrs. Otis 
was to be murdered \y hired thugs 
upon her return to Chicago Saturday 
night, declared that she had not In- 
tended to come to Chicago on that 
day, had made no pians, in fact, and 
had not been urged by her daughter to 
come. Mrs. Otis expressed her inten- 
tion of coming at once to Chicago to 
the girl's aid. 


Bargained for Murder.

proached Robert 0. Stolpman, a pri- 
vate detective, with a proposition to 
do away with her mother for a consid- 
eration of $100 to bind the bargain and 
$2.400 when the deed had been accom- 
plished.

Berlin, Nov. 13.—Chancellor Von 


Buelow is to meet Emperor William 
at Kiel next Monday. 
If the chan- 


cellor and his sovereign are in agree- 
ment on the matter of future poli- 
cies, and if the chancellor is to re- 
main In office the German people will 
at once be informed that his majesty 
accepts the spirit of the declarations 
made in the reichstag by the chancel- 
lor last Tuesday. 
These statements 


were that neither Prince Von Buelow 
nor any succeeding chancellor could 
remain In office unless bis majesty 
Is more reserved in his utterances. 
The chancellor will take with him 
to Kiel evidence of the feeling In the 
country regarding the emperor's Inde- 
pendent actions in matters of state.

May, James A. Foster, one of the vic- 
tims of the New Aveline hotel fire, 
came to Fort Wayne today, and to 
friends ho declared that he Is still suf- 
fering from the effects of his experi- 
ence in the catastrophe in Fort.

Mr. Foster 
made inquiries concerning a number 
of bis fellow-sufferers In the fire, but 
he turned away from the site of the 
holocaust with a shudder.

the empire. Particularly attractive to 
tho emperor were clocks and watches. 
In the winter paJace at Pekin and in

miles distant, were hundreds of clocks 
from all parts of the world, nearly all 
of different makes and styles. Noth- 
ing is said to have pleased the em- 
peror more than to tear a clock to 
pieces and then assemble its parts. 
He became quite expert in the adjust- 
ment of these time pieces. His col- 
lections of these contrivances Is said 
to have been one of trie most com- 
plete In the orient, not only represent- 
ing modern work, but the development 
of time recorders through the cen- 
turies.

Roosevelt's African trip will not be a 
"slaughtering expedition" is reported 
by Major A. E. Mearns, U. S. A., a 
surgeon stationed at Fort Totten, who 
goes to Washington today to confer 
with Mr. Roosevelt, as one of ,the 
party who will accompany him. 


Major Mearns is connected with the 


Smithsonian institute and will gather 
material for the museum during the 
expedition. 


In explaining that the trip was not 


for "slaughter," Major Mearns said 
it was to be in the Itnerest of science 
and to provide specimens for use in 
this country. 


It is understood that Surgeon Major 


Mearns will be the president's chief 
adviser on natural 
history subjects 


during the expedition. It is further 
understood that Mr. Roosevelt will do 
little more shooting than is required 
to obtain two or three specimens of 
every kind of wild beast, which it is 
allowable to shoot in the region to be 
visited.

Wife Tells Sad Story. 


"When my husband disappeared, In 


the latter part of October, 1899," said 
Mrs. 
Harrington last night, "wo were 


living with our son, Raymond, at 
Mount Arernon. That morning Profes- 
sor Harrington kissed Raymond and 
myself good-bye and said he was go- 
ing to New York on a. business mis* 
slon. When he failed to return that 
evening I thought little of It, as he 
frequently spent the night In New 
York. 


"After ten days had passed and 


there was no word from my husband, 
I made up my mind that ho had met 
with, foul play. 


"I began a round of the hospitals, 


when I was greatly surprised ono day 
by receiving a letter from Professor 
Harrington. It was dated and post- 
marked from Raleigh, N. C., and was 
couched In language entirely differ-

"One month later a letter from my

In the meantime I was 
forced to leave Mount Vernon and 
move to Manhattan. Raymond grew 
up, was graduated and became self- 
supporting. Not one word did I hear 
from my husband until two years ago, 
when I received a letter that was 
postmarked Jersey. City.

over there, but could find no trace of 
any person whose description. fittei 
Professor Harrington. 


"For the last two years I had re 


conciled myself to the belief that my 
husband was dead or that he was de 
liberately staying away from his fam- 
ily."

cuair of astronomy at the University 
of Louisiana and later held the same 
chair at the University of Michigan,

After this Professor Harrington be- 


came president of tho University of 
Washington, at Seattle, but -was re- 
moved after one year's service.

, only a nied.um sized one and with all

during the period covered by the rec- 
ords of the weather bureau, which ex- 
tend hack to 1871. The nearest ap- 
proaches to it were in 1893, 1897 ami 
1901. 
In 1S93 th etotal rainfall at In- 


dianapolis in July, August and Septem- 
ber was .S3 inch, .42 inch and .73 inch, 
respectively, anil 
the average defi- 


ciency in the state

months was IJ.28 inches. 
In 1S97 a 


drought prevailed during the last de- 
cado of July and through the first and 
second decades of August. It was gen- 
oral in the suite, l>ut most severe in

:t; ranging from twenty to thirty-one 


. 
"The drought period of 1901 lasted ! 
| :ro:n June 28 to about Aug. 16. It was ' 


uost severe in the southern district 
ilso. there being periods of from twen- 
y to thirty days without, rain in many 
.ocalities, and at one place, Salem, 
Washington county, no rain fell from 
Juno 29 to Aug. 1G inclusive. 
As 


slated before, however, no drought in i 
his state, of which there is an avail-1 
able record, lasted as long over so | 
large an area as the one broken by j 
genera] rains Sept. 2S, 1908." 


Period of the Drought. 


The period of the drought this year 


was from Aug. 14 to Sept. 27, inclu- 
sive, a period of forty-five days. June 
was deficient in precipitation. Through 
July the precipitation was about nor- 
mal; 
also the first part of August. 


"From Sept. "S, on which date," says 
the report, "the long summer drought 
was relieved by general rains, up to 
and including Oct. 31 there were only 
two stations in the state at which pre- 
cipitation in excess o£ one inch occur- 
red. 
One of these stations was An- 


derson, with a total rainfall of 1.09 
inches, and the other Hammond, with 
a total of 1.46 inches during the thir- 
ty-four days. Up to this date, Nov. 9, 
the drought continues." 


Although the month was Intensely 


dry, 
October, 190S, as a wbolo w;is 


oleasant, with nearly the normal rcean 
temperature, about the average wind 
movement and a moderate excess of 
sunshine. 
The average rainfall, .34 


inch was the least since and including 
1SS7 
Other dry months were October, 


1802 
with an average of .87 inch; 


1895 
with an average of .73 inch, and 


1807 with an average of .9 inch. As 
a rule the general precipitation for Oc- 
tober exceeds two inches, and during 
the past twenty-one years it has ex- 
ceeded three inches six times and has 
been greater than four inches twice, 
in 1S9S and 1.905."

BROILERS IN THE SOUTH 


Method of Feeding Large Num- 


bers Bring* Resul-s—Sure 


Way to Make Profits. 


BY J. JL BEIL, VISWSIA. 


During the past summer I visited a 


chicken ranch where the owner kept 
about 2,500 White Leghorns, all pure- 
bred stock. Besides these 2.500 grown 
fowls there were in the brooders and 
feeding pens in the neighborhood of 
2,000 broilers ranging from 4 to 9 weeks 
old. all of them pure-bred White Leg- 
horns. 


The owner stated he had no difficulty 


in disposing or them at 35 cents a 
;round and that at 9 weeks of age they 
would weigh 1% pounds or over. 


Here was a case where chicks were 


raised in large numbers and for mar- 
ket and the prices obtained for them 
were exceedingly satisfactory. 
The.-e 


chicks, too. were of one of the small 
breeds of fowls, but they had been fed 
from the start on all they would eat 
up clean and those examined by the 
writer were as plump as partridges 
while their flesh was very firm. 


On this chicken ranch the following 


rules for handling broilers were car- 
ried out: The chicks were allowed 
to remain in the incubator for forty- 
eight hours after hatching 
(without 


food or water). Then they were placed 
in the brooders and given a little 
"pearl grit" and then given water 
(with the chill taken off) to prevent 
diarrhea, so often 
caused 
by their 


drinking very cold water. 


The floor of the brooder was kept 


covered with dry sand to the depth of 
an inch—over which was scattered cut 
clover or chaff to the depth of an.inch. 


Two hours after they are put in 


the brooder they are given their first 
meal—a dry grain feed called 'chick 
feed," either bought from a dealer or 
made at the ranch, according to the 
following formula: 


6 pounds cracked wheat. 
2 pounds cracked corn (fine). 
1 pound rolled oats, or pinhead oat- 


meal. 


1 pound millet seed. 
% pound broken rice. 
2 pounds fine granulated beef scrap. 
V» pound granulated bone. 
6 pounds pearl grit. 
This was fed every two hours dur- 


ing the first three days, three handsful 
scattered in the litter to 
every 100 


.chicks. From the third to the tenth 
day the same amount was fed from 6 
a. m. to 6 p. m. every three hours. 


Fresh water and 
ground charcoal 


were kept before them all the time. 
From ten days to four weeks the feed 
was increased to four handsful four 
times a day. Then scrap meat was 
given them in addition to the chick 
feed. 


After they were four weeks old they 


•were given five handfuls three times 
daily. 
From six weeks up to eight 


weeks they were given three handfuls 
of cracked corn and whole wheat to 
the. ration. 


"When feeding, if these rations 'were 


not sufficient or if at the next meal 
It was found that the last meal was 
not entirely consumed, the ration was 
Increased or decreased, according as 
the case .might he. 


The rule was to give them, enough 


to make them thrifty, but at the same 
time regulating the amount to keep 
them -hungry enough 
to encourage 


them to scratch around in order that 
they get sufficient exercise to keep 
them healthy. 


At six weeks those intended for sale 


were put in separate pens, fed cracked 
corn for one week, then one week's 
feeding on cracked corn and a dry 
meal mash and when eight weeks old 
they were shipped to marekt. 


The best results are obtained from 


hatches started in February. 
During 


the early spring, when the weather 
was cold, the brooder was kept at a 
temperature of 90 degrees throughout 
the brooder and 95 degrees under the

When fully as good weights could have 
been obtained at six months, the profit 
is anything but what it should have 
been.

but must be fed with judgment. 


Before feeding it should be heated and 
fed before it becomes cold. In many 
cases outbreaks of disease come from 
feeding cold swill.

When cracks have appeared apply a 


similar lotion with the addition of a 
few drops of carbolic acid or grains of 
chloral hydrate (enough to give it an 
odor); or sulphurous acid solution, wa- 
ter and glycerin in equal proportions 
covering promptly and perfectly with 
a bandage; or glycerin and aloes, etc. 


In case of discharge or postules the 


lotion may be made with chloride o 
zinc or lime in place of sugar of lead 
or finely powdered charcoal may be 
sprinkled over the poultice; carbolic 
acid or chloral will bo equally in place 


\\hen fungus growths appear more 


active measures are demanded. Strong 
carbolic acid may be applied to them 
individually, or, better, pledgets of tow 
saturated with tincture of the muriate 
of iron applied; or they may be individ- 
ually strangled with a stout thread 
drawn around their necks, or cut off 
with the sharp edge of a red hot black- 
smith's shovel, a cool one being held 
beneath to protect the skin. Then ap- 
ply any of the antiseptics above men- 
tioned. 


Scratches are among the most obsti- 


nate forms of the affection, because not 
severe enough to demand the seclusion 
of the liorse from wet, mud and snow 
In feeding the subjects of this affec- 
tion avoid all buckwheats, maize or oth- 
r heating agents; and if it proves ob- 
tinate resort to the various internal 
emeclies advised for chronic eczema, 
Locally use benzoated oxide of zinc, 


glycerin and aloes, camphorated spirit 
and chloral; the same with a few drops 
of tincture of chloride or iron, etc 


When irritation subsides and' the 


scales drop off, leaving a healthy-look- 
ng surface, smear with a bland oint- 
ment (spermaceti and almond oil).
